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Laurentian Administration Leaves Students Out in the Cold

A make-shift bus service 
was started this week 
through the joint efforts of 
the Students' General Assoc- 
iation and L'Association des 
Etudiant(e)s Francais after 
attempts to use the Univer- 
sity's shuttle has failed. 

Laurentian Vice-President 
Administration, Ron Chrys- 
ler, says he sympathizes with 
the 1,000 or more off-campus 
students left out in the cold 
by the Sudbury Transit strike, 
but has no plans to do 
anything concrete to assist 
students. 

Chrysler has been ap- 
proached on several oc- 
casions by representatives of 
the SGA, AEF and ALPS to 
assist students in attending 
class by using the twenty- 
four seat university shuttle 
bus to pick up students 
off-campus. 

Chrysler has refused the 
requests and told Lambda 
that the shttle bus was 
required on campus and for 
Nursing students. 

While Chrysler agreed 
that the need of students 
Chrysler's attitude of nothing 
is better than something 
puzzling. 

"Even if you touch 50 or 
100 students it" would be 
worth it. The bus the AEF is 
providing can't satisfy all of 
the need but at least we're 
doing something." 

The bus strike is apparent- 
ly costing some students a 
great deal of money. 



off-campus was greater that 
the difficulty of students 
walking from the Phys-Ed 
complex to the Science 
Building, he claimed that the 
Nursing students require the 
bus to go to the hospitals and 
occupy most of the space on 
the bus. 

However, when the driver 
of the shuttle was interview- 
ed, he said that the Nursing 
students require the bus for 
two trips on Thursdays and 
Fridays only. The rest of the 
time is spent shuttling bet- 
ween the Phys-Ed complex 
and the Science Building, 
often carrying only three or 
four students. 

The bottom line, accord- 
ing to Chrysler, is that "The 
shuttle bus could not begin 
to address the transportation 
needs of students. It would 
create more problems than it 
would solve." 

Students, however, don't 
agree and some are angry. 

Referring to Chrysler's ex- 
cuses, SGA President, Barry 
SchmidI, said, "That's com- 
plete and utter and total 
horse shit." 

Lise Lamotte, a member 
of the AEF Council, found 

"It has cost me $26 in cab 
fares to come to this fair 
campus since the bus strike 
began because you can't 
car-pool with two adults and 
two children to daycare." 
said Linda Erskine, an ALPS 
Council member. 

"The shuttle should be

going downtown continuous- 
ly. The university has a 
responsibility to provide a 
means to get to school," she 
added. 

Ian Wilkinson, SGA Off- 
Campus rep, was not im- 
pressed with the university 
administration's efforts to 



help students. 

"People from all over 
come here to study and live 
off-campus. The students are 
the reason Ron Chrysler has a 
job. The very least they could 
do is to see that we have a 
way to get to school. Where 
there's a will, there's a way." 



Laurentian President John 
Daniel has circulated a me- 
mo asking faculty and staff 
to help out by offering rides 
to students. 

According to some ob- 
servers, the bus strike could

Trent Settles, Dalhousie Walks, Laurentian Waits as Talks Continue

Laurentian students have 
been kept in the dark as 
bargaining between nearly 
250 full-time faculty mem- 
bers and the university ad- 
ministration continues. 

According to Dr. Robert 
Segsworth, Laurentian Uni- 
versity Faculty Association's 
(LUFA) chief negotiator, 
"The latest offer from the 
board will be taken to the 
faculty on the 18th for 
acceptance or rejection." 

"The negotiating team 
will recommend rejection," 
Segsworth said. 

Neither side was willing to 
discuss the nature of the 
disputed areas. 

"Both sides agreed that 
'they would not comment on 
the offer until it was pre- 
sented to the faculty", said 
Dr. Angus Gilbert, chief 
negotiator for the admini- 
stration. 

LUFA president Lloyd 
Wagner, in a November 
interview, had listed working 



conditions, salaries, over- 
crowding and inadequate 
support services among the 
contested points. 

"The original list of 20 
outstanding items has been 
significantly closer now to an 
agreement." 

"We've put what we feel is 
a fair offer on the table" 
Gilbert said, but would not 
speculate as to why the 
union was recommending 
that offer not be accepted. 

LUFA has been without a 
contract since July 1st, and 
gave its negotiating team a 
strike mandate on November 
16th. 

Little information has 
been available to LU stu- 
dents about the state of 
negotiations. Nonetheless, 
Students' General Associa- 
tion president, Barry 
SchmidI, does not think that 
students should worry about 
losing their year yet. 

"The SGA has a group of 
people studying recommen- 
dations on how to deal with a 



possible strike " "We have 
met with LUFA' SchmidI said 
and are still waiting to meet 
with the administration. 

Nicole Loretto, vice presi- 
dent external, agreed with 
SchmidI, adding "We'll just 
have to wait until the bar- 



gaining committee sits down 
with the faculty." 

Laurentian's contract dif- 
ficulties seem to be part of a 
national trend of university 
administrations to sacrafice 
faculty wages and benefits in 
an effort to reduce institu- 



tional deficits. 

Professors at Dalhousie 
University in Halifax rejected 
their administration's offer 
last Wednesday. Information 
pickets have been set up and

Bovey Report is Made Public

More than a year after its 
formation, the Bovey Com- 
mission, formed to plan a 
restructuring of the Ontario 
University system, has made 
public its recommendations. 

The Commission released 
its final report, entitled, 
"Ontario Universities: Opt- 
ions and Futures" January 15, 
but the options it recom- 
mends may actually limit the 
future of university students 
in the province. 

The Bovey Commission, 
formerly called the Commis- 



sion on the Future Develop- 
ment of the Universities of 
Ontario, chaired by business- 
person Edmund Bovey, was 
appointed in January of last 
year by Bette Stephenson, 
Minister of Colleges and 
Universities. 

The Commission spent 
over a year compiling infor- 
mation from hundreds of 
written submissions, public 
and private hearings, and 
commission research and 
deliberation, to present a 
plan of action to reshape the 
university system to be more 
responsive to public needs 
within the context of cont- 



inuing financial restraint. 

The Commission's 64 
page, $625,000 report, in- 
cludes 51 recommendations 
"for enhancing differentiat- 
ion, quality and adaptability" 
within the Ontario university 
system. 

The report recommends 
two phases for achieving 
these objectives. In Phase 1 
the commission makes re- 
commendations for improv- 
ing educational and research 
qualities and adaptability 
within the present funding 
level. The commission there-

duction in accessibility as a 
necessary compromise." 

Phase 2 suggests meeting 
"certain urgent needs" 
through "a small increase in 
provincial government fund- 
ing, increased tuition fees 
backed by a contingent loan 
repayment plan, and federal 
and provincial government 
funding of the overhead 
costs of research." 

Dr J. Frases Mustard, one 
of the commissioners, in- 
dicated that Phase 2 should 
be implemented within a 
year. 

The main points of the 
report are 

* students should pay up to 
25 per cent of total educat- 
ional costs within the next 



five years. This would mean a 
50 per cent increase in 
tuition. 

* the implementation of an 
income contingent repay- 
ment loan plan, based upon 
the ability to pay. 

* flexibility in the current 
funding formula allowing in- 
stitutions a discretionary en- 
rollment "corridor" of bet- 
ween plus or minus 2 to 8 per 
cent. The differential corrid- 
or system would allow the 
universities with proportion- 
ately higher research grants a 
larger enrollment corridor. 

* students applying to univer- 
sities should be accepted on 
the basis of both marks and 
province-wide exams. 

* increased private funding 
from corporations , alumni, 
and individuals. 



Reaction to Bovey

Sharp and immediate cri- 
ticism has greeted the release 
of the Bovey Commission 
report on the future of 
Ontario universities. 

"I frankly am appalled," 
said New Democratic Leader 
Bob Rae. "The commission 
admitted that the quality of 
education is in jeoporady. 
What is the response? Not to 
fund the systematic relief. 
The response is to tax the 
students and reduce access. 
They are not going to tackle 
the real problem [which is] 
government underfunding... 
it's gutlessness on the part of 
the commission." 

The Liberal Party's reac- 
tion was similar. "The com- 
mission gave the clear im- 
pression that the system is 
underfunded. Yet Ontario is 



being told that it must live 
with less, and that universi- 
ties should become places 
for the very wealthy and the 
well-to-do," said leader 
David Peterson. 

Ontario Federation of Stu- 
dents (OFS) Chairperson, 
Monika Turner, said that 
students were going to bew 
"upset. ..at this helter skelter 
plan of 'let's make the stu- 
dents pay for everything'. 
Students will have to bear 25 
per cent of the operating cost 
within five years [and now] 
the universities' Board of 
Governors have the oppor- 
tunity to increase fees a 
further 18 per cent. It's really 
ambiguous so we really don't 
know how much we'll have 
to pay." 

She added that the recom- 
mendations compromised 
accessibility by allowing the 



According to Bovey the 
commission's recommendat- 
ions met with positive re- 
sponse from Bette Stephen- 
son when they met with her 
last week. 

Stephenson was not pres- 
ent at the press conference 
January 15th when the report 
was made public. In a press 
release, Stephenson said she 
was "pleased to have receiv- 
ed the final report of the 
commission and that the 
Government is giving the 
report careful consider- 
ation." 

However, Stephenson 

stated that it is unlikely that 
decisions on the recom- 
mendations can be imple- 
mented to take effect in 
1985-86. 



universities to decrease en- 
rollment by 4 per cent. "This 
means 6,500 less places this 
year, but where is the base 
for [this percentage]?" 

Turner was also upset at 
the recommendations con- 
cerning student aid. "They 
see student aid in Ontario 
[going] mote toward a stu- 
dent repayment plan." 

Howare Epstein, executive 
director of the Ontario Con- 
federation of University Fac- 
ulty Associations (OCUFA), 
said that the report was 
"terrible. ..It basically recom- 
mends that we cut access in 
order to fund research." 

Epstein also criticized the

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last until April unless there 
are new developments in 
negotiations. In the mean- 
time students will have to 
continue catching rides, 
walking or using the bus 
services offered by the SGA 
and AEF. 

When Chrysler, who owns 
a car, was asked if he was 
open to new proposals from 
the student associations he 
said, "At the moment, unless 
I am presented with very 
persuasive new information, 
I consider the ma.tter clos- 
ed." 

The bus service currently 
offered by the SGA/AEF 
could soon fold for lack of 
funds. 

Both Schmidl(SGA) and 



Lamotte(AEF) claim that the 
major cost of renting buses is 
not being covered by donat- 
ions and unless riders pro- 
vide the donations to keep 
the service going, the buses 
may be off the road within 
two weeks. 

Financing the buses is a 
touchy subject among SGA 
Council members. 

President Barry Schmidl, 
for example, said, "I think it 
shouldn't be the SGA, AEF 
and ALPS responsibility to 
provide transportation to the 
university. Laurentian's bud- 
get is $25 million and no 
matter how stretched they 
are, it can't be as impossible 
as finding the money in the 
$85,000 SGA budget or the 
$18,000 AEF budget." 



Trent Settles, We Walt 
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the faculty conducted a one 
day walkout yesterday. The 
union will meet on the 24th 
to assess how negotiations 
have been progressing and to 
decide whether to move to a 
full strike. 

Professors at L'Universite 
de Moncton and St. Mary's 
University in Halifax are also 
running into contract prob- 
lems, revolving primarily 
around the issue of pension 
holidays. 

Closer to home, at Trent 
University in Peterborough, 
in an unexpected move the 
faculty accepted the Univer- 
sity's offer, narrowly averting 
a strike. 

Should LUFA reject the 
Laurentian administration's 
latest offer several courses of 
action are possible. 



According to Segsworth, 
the faculty "may go back to 
negotiations and mediation, 
or it may wait to see what the 
allocations for the university 
are this year" before it pro- 
ceeds with any action. He 
did not rule out a strike 
though he described it as "a 
very remote possibility". 

In the meantime, Lauren- 
tian students must maintain 
a wait-and-see attitude and 
hope that either a settlement 
is reached or more informa- 
tion is forthcoming. 

For interested students 
the SGA will be holding a 
special meeting on Saturday 
the 19th to discuss its posi- 
tion on the negotiations bet- 
ween the faculty and the 
administration.

Student Loans Can Affect Credit Rating 



Last year approximately 
3,000 students were placed 
on the OSAP Restricted List, 
making them ineligible for 
further OSAP assistance. 

Many find themselves on 
the list because they failed to 
inform their banks that they 
were still enrolled at a 
postsecondary institution. 

Students who have recei- 
ved an Ontario or Canada 
Student Loan last year, but 
not this year and are 
currently attending a post- 
secondary institution, may 
find that their loans have lost 
that interest-free status. 

In order to maintain a 
loan's interest-free status 
students must obtain an 
enrolment confirmation form 
(Schedule 2 for a Canada 
Student Loan or a Form R for 
an Ontario Sudent Loan) 
from the Financial Aid 



Administrator or any bank. 
These forms must be signed 
by the Financial Aid 
Administrator at the appro- 
priate school and then 
returned to the bank where 
the loan was negotiated. 

The bank can submit a 
claim to the federal and/or 
provincial government for 
reimbursement of the loan if 
this is not done. Should this 
happen students are con- 
sidered to be in a default of 
the loan, and the debt 
becomes payable to the 
respective government. The 
account is referred to a 
collection agency, and the 
student is placed on the 
OSAP Restricted List. Once 
interest-free status is lost, 
payments are expected to be 
made on the loan. Also, the 
student is responsible for the 
interest that accumulates 



from the end of the 
interest-free period to the 
date when the appropriate 
form is filed. 

Laurentian's Student 

Awards and Affairs Office 
advises that if you do not 
know the status of a previous 
Canada or Ontario Student 
Loan, you should check with 
your bank to ensure that your 
loan is still in good standing.

Financial Aid Office at your 

postsecondary institution 



Dr. Daniel Addresses Thorneloe 



About 45 people attended 
Thorneloe College Chapel 
last Sunday to hear Lauren- 
tian University President 
John Daniel speak on the 
subject of "The Christian in 
the University". 

Dr. Daniel spoke using as 
his theme the Latin motto 
found on the Laurentian 
University crest Em'ttte Luc- 
em et Veritatum. The motto 
is derived from verse three of 
the 43rd Psalm which says, 
"Oh send out thy light and 
thy truth and bring me to thy 
holy hill and to thy dwell- 
ing/' 

Daniel suggested that 
concern about where we're 
headed and what life is all 
about is the most basic 
preoccupation of humanity 
and a central theme of 
universities. 

He told students they will 
find themselves preoc- 
cupation of humanity and a 
central theme of universities. 

He told students they will 
find themselves preoccupied 
during the next twenty years 
with many worldly concerns 
and called upon them to 
think occasionally of the 
third verse of Psalm 43. 

Daniel also urged students 
to be alert to all the blessings 
of this life. 



He recounted a story of a 
Christian who was caught in 
a flood but refused three 
offers of help from rescue 
teams as he waited for God 
to save him. Needless to say, 
the man drowned. When the 
man approached God to ask 
why He had permitted him to 
drown God responded by 
saying that he'd sent two 
guys in a truck, a boat and a 
helicopter and it wasn't His 
fault the man refused His 
help. 

Daniel warned that there 



is a danger of Christians in a 
university overintellectualiz- 
ing. their belief. Although 
acknowledging their duty to 
know about the faith they 
profess, Daniel said the real 
challenge and the real joy 
would come from their per- 
sonal relationship with God 
and Christ. 

Daniel ended his talk by 
calling on people to use the 
motto of their university as a 
reminder of the 43 Psalm and 
to learn it by heart and use it 
in their prayers.

impossible. You must put 
some effort into it, you must 
persist throughout your job 
search! Remember, you are 
selling a product, and that, 
includes your education, ex- 
perience and your interests. 
But before you start looking 
for a job you must decide on 
a specific field of work for 
the summer. It could also 
depend on the labour market 
in the geographical area you 
wish to find a summer job. 

Depending on your career 
goals, your education, your 
past experience or your inter- 
ests, you should decide on a 
specific field of work for the 
summer. It could also de- 
pend on the labour market in 
the geographical area where 



you wish to find a summer 
job. 

Once you have dec- 
ided on the type of summer 
job you want, you should 
prepare a resume. A resume 
is a short bibliography of 
your education, experience, 
past activities, and interests. 
To help you prepare your 
resume do a self-assessment; 
look at your education, achi- 
evements awards, certif- 
icates, interest courses, in- 
clude any field placement; 
look at your work exper- 
ience, both paid and volun- 
teer experience, make sure 
you include all your duties 
when desribing this exper- 
ience. Also, in your self-ass- 
essment, you should care- 
fully examine your past act- 
ivities and interests such as 
organizations you belonged 
to, your hobbies or pass- 



times. 

Once you have completed 
your self-assessment, you- 
should organize your resume 
into the following categories: 
Personal date. Education, 
Work Experience, Interests 
and Activities, and Ref- 
erences (Give 2 or 4 ref- 
erences). 

Your resume should not 
be more than 2 pages. It 
should be in point form and 
easy to read. Have your 
resume typed letter-perfect 
and make sure you have 
plenty of good copies. 

After you have prepared a 
resume start your job search; 



register with the CEC on 
campus and the SEC for 
Students in your area. Check 
the bulletin board at the CEC 
on campus regularly and" 
don't be shy, ask for assis- 
tance. Check with your pro- 
fessors, with former emp- 
loyers and with friends and 
relatives. Talk to everyone 
and anyone. Let them know 
you are looking for a job - 
don't assume others know 
you are looking for a job. 
Make a list of companies to 
contact, organize your time 
and go door to door. Check 
the newspapers and week- 
lies. 



As a result, you should get 
interviews in the process. 
Therefore, it is important to 
prepare for an interview. 
Know a lot about yourself 
and a little about the people 
you will be working for and 
the job you will be inter- 
viewed for.

It 
stimulates the appetite, 
increases the production of 
gas,tric juices and affects the

urinary bladder. In a great 
quantity alcohol will slow 
down the vital functions of 
your body. 

Technically, alcohol is 
considered a depressant 
because it slows down the 
central nervous system. The 
reactions produced do not 
necessarily depend on the 
quantity of alcohol con- 
sumed but on the concentra- 
tion in your blood. Remem- 
ber that contrary to most 
foods consumed, alcohol 
does not require the process 
of digestion to infiltrate into 
the blood stream. It is 
absorbed immediately by 
passing through the wall of 
the stomach and the bowel. 
The blood stream brings it 
directly to the brain. When 
the alcohol level of your 



blood is slightly elevated it 
produces a sensation of 
relaxation and well being or 
tranquility. As the concentra- 
tion level increases, changes 
in attitude and behaviour 
occur which supposes further 
stimulation of the brain and 
the individual may become 
agressive and hyperactive. 
Thus the higher centres of 
the brain are affected and 
the individual's behaviour is 
changed- his/her inhibitions 
are down and he/she no 
longer has control. 

As the concentration 
increases then the centres of 
the brain controlling respira- 
tion, alertness and heart rate 
are affected. This can lead to 
lack of coordination, con- 
fusion, disorientation, 
stupor, coma and possibly

pressure on the authorities of 
the counties in question. 

But the pressure exerted 
lies not only in the great 
quantity of letters. A single 
statement to the Ambassador 
of the foreign country by a 
prominent figure on behalf 
of a certain prisoner may be 
as effective as an emotional 
hand-written note or as a 
well-documented letter that 
carefully points to the viola- 
tion of human rights in any 
particular case. It is not any 
single one of these letters but 
the combined effort that 
exerts the pressure. 

There is one thing, 
however, that all these letters 
have in common: it is 
Amnesty Internationals 

policy that all letters have to 
be firm but courteous. Since 
the letter writers aim at 
helping a prisoner, abusive 
letters will rarely solicit a 



positive response. These 
letters, therefore, avoid com- 
ments that might be conside- 
red politically motivated; 
they emphasized personal 
concern and stress positive 
aspects; and they are clearly 
motivated by a commitment 
to the principles of human 
rights (which is not a poli- 
tical or partisan attitude but 
in line with the basic princi- 
ples of international law.) 

In this regular column, the 
attempt has been made to 
convey a general idea of 
what Amnesty International 
is about and how it works. All 
future columns for this 
academic year will present 
individual cases of prisoners 
of conscience (mostly 
reprints from current Al- 
Bulletins). You will be invited 
to participate in the letter 
writing campaigns on behalf 
of these prisoners.

nors, and other autonomous 
bodies, into the hands of the 
proposed government inter- 
mediary body serving as a 
liaison between the ministry 
and the universities.

"The thought that the

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Visa S tudents : A Look From Their Side

Studying in an Ontario 
university or college can be 
quite a challenge if one 
considers the problems stu- 
dents confront due to the 
Federal government's poli- 
cies towards post-secondary 
education. 

Indeed, Canadian stu- 
dents face many educational 
difficulties, both financial 
and personal. But it is foreign 
students who endure the 
greatest struggle, for along 
with sharing the same prob- 
lems Canadian university stu- 
dents encounter, they also 
have to deal with those 
arising from the simple fact 
that they are foreigners. 

Realizing that the 18,750 
visa students studying in 
Ontario universities is an 
important intergral part of 
our campuses- they comprise 
13.5 per cent of the total 
university population in On- 
tario- it is worth taking a look 
at what kind of problems 
these students have to deal 
with. 

From the 216 visa students 
studying at Laurentian- a- 
round 10 per cent of the 
university's full-time student 
population- many of them 
indicated that their main 
considerations are differen- 
tial fees, language problems, 
social adaptation and dis- 
crimination. But let's take 
the above problems one at a 
time with differential fees 
having first priority. 

When differential tuition 
fees were first introduced in 
May 1976, the Ontario 
government assumed that it 
would solve some of the 
problems universities con- 
front. (Underfunding, for 
example). At that time every- 
body thought the idea was 
fabulous and that a raise of 
$200 or $300 would not 
effect visa student enrol- 
ment. But since then, infla- 
tion has gone up, cost of 
living increased exponential- 
ly with time, and differential 
tuition fees skyrocketed and 



became unapprochable. 

Today, after several in- 
creases in tuition fees, the 
biggest one in 1982 when 
differential fees went up by 

40 per cent, visa students 
attending first year at Lauren- 
tian or any other university in 
Ontario must pay $6,500 if 
they are in a professional 
school such a engineering 
and $4,200 if they are in 
other programs. When it 
comes to graduate studies, 
our administration wants 
$9,600 a year. With these 
figures, no wonder visa stu- 
dent enrolment declined by 

41 per cent since 1981 in the 
province and 23 per cent at 
Laurentian. (There are only 5 
visa students in graduate 
programs at Laurentian). 

But is the differential 
tuition fees situation fair to 
international students? 

Presently, Canadian citi- 
zens and landed immigrants 
attending university pay 15 
per cent of their education, 
the rest, 85 per cent, is paid 
by taxpayers. The govern- 
ment argues that foreign 
students don't pay income 
taxes while Canadians do; 
therefore, foreign students 
should pay the money requir- 
ed for their studies almost 
entirely on their own. This is 
not completely true though. 
Like everybody, visa students 
pay 7 per cent provincial 
sales tax as well as 22 per 
cent retail and other miscel- 
leaneous taxes including pro- 
perty tax through their rents. 
(Some international students 
engaged in employment with 
universities pay income taxes 
too.) It is quite clear then, 
that visa students don't pay 
income taxes but they surely 
contribute to the Ontario tax 
system. Thus, when foreign 
students are charged with 66 
per cent of the cost of 
educating a student based on 
the total cost of running the 
university, they pay far more 
than the cost of their instruc- 
tion. The odd thing is that 
the money coming from 
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taxes paid by visa students (a 
rough estimate is $24 million 
for Ontario visa students, 
$420,000 for foreign students 
at Laurentian) doesn't go 
towards their education but 
is distributed to all kinds of 
government projects visa stu- 
dents have nothing to do 
with. 

Although government of- 
ficials see the problem from 
their point of view, student 



High tuition fees is a 
permanent headache for 
international students, but 
this is not their only problem. 
Language difficulties, culture 
shock and discrimination 
have caused students from 
other countries to feel un- 
comfortable during their stay 
in Canada. 

Being unable to speak 
English well enough and 
having an unusual and heavy

unions across the province 
are against differential fees. 
They accuse the provincial 
government that the $66 
million raised from differen- 
tial fees since 1981 "is being 
used by the government to 
offset its lack of commitment 
to university education". 

On our campus, Lauren- 
tian's Students' General As- 
sociation agrees with the rest 
of Ontario's student organiz- 
ations on this issue. Sharing 
visa students' concern about 
differential fees, SCA states: 
"The idea of a higher level of 
tuition for foreign students is 
racist and morally reprehens- 
ible." 



accent can result in com- 
munication problems and 
polarity between foreign and 
Canadian students. Many 
overseas students often find 
it hard to make and maintain 
friends because of the langu- 
age barrier. Usually Canadian 
students get discouraged car- 
rying on conversations with 
foreign students because 
their accents becomes an 
obstacle for understanding 
what they say. In most cases 
this leads to frustration on 
both sides and might result in 
isolation for foreign students. 
It is obvious to see now why 
visa students stick with their 
own people forming various 
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groups that are kind ot 
isolated from the rest of the 
university community. 

The best way to learn a 
language of communication 
and improve foreign accents 
is to socialize with people 
whose mother tongue is 
English or French. But there 
are several obstacles that 
prevent this from happening, 
Morals, religion, and politi- 
cal beliefs are major differ- 
ences that don't allow Cana- 
dian and international stu- 
dents to get closer. A Malay- 
sian student asked on the 
issue said: "Cultural differ- 
ences are the main factors 
that create a gap in foreign- 
Canadian students relations." 

Although most of the 
overseas students I happened 
to ask try their best to adapt 
to the Canadian social en- 
vironment, they cannot real- 
ly adjust themselves to fol- 
low the lifestyle of Canadian 
students. Living on campus, 
learning how and where to 
shop, what kind of weather 
to expect are experiences of 
a new culture visa students 
are not prepared for. 

Different styles and habits 
as well as social differences 
that cannot be bridged easily 
are rather big problems for 
visa students and culture 
shock is the result. Dealing 
with the matter, the presi- 
dent of Ontario Commission 
of International Students 
(OCIS) says: "One thing our 
group is trying to do is to get 
international students inter- 
grated on campuses. We 
don't want them to form 
cliques." 

There are a few more 
things to be said about 
International students, but 
they's better by written in 
next week's Lambda.

Having gained control of the 
gang, he must fight off the 
actions of his longtime rival 
Danny (Joe Piscopo) and the 
District Attorney (who 
happened to be Johnny's 
good brother). Throughout 
the movie there are gags and 
one-liners and pratfalls 
designed to take a stab at 
those classic old movies that 
are usually on late-night 
television. 

Keaton's character con- 
trasts both sides of society.

Cuteness is the feeling one 
would get after having seen 
this movie. 

Joe Piscopo is wasted in 
his first major movie role. His 
character is too narrow and 
limiting, and after a while 
you don't really care what 
happens to him. It was not 
his fault though; the writers 
created a role that could be 
played by any capable actor. 
Other familiar names were 



wasted for the same reason. 
Such stars as Danny DeVito 
and Maureen Stapleton 
simply cannot give great 
performances because the 
writing has left their charac- 
ters cute, but not really 
funny. Because of this the 
movie tends to drag along at 
times, and expectations of 
laughs are often not met. 

One thing I must admit is 
that at one point during 
"Johnny Dangerously" I 
laughed louder than I have 
ever laughed in a movie 
theatre in my life. It was 
because of one of the several 
familiar faces that appear 
during the film, plus the fact 
that there were no more than 
twenty people in the crowd. 
What disappointed me is that 



there were not more times 
that I reacted with such 
emotion. This movie will 
probably look suitable on the 
television screen, but is not 
exactly prime material on the 
movie screen. Let me put it 
this way: two of the screen 
writers were the driving force 
behind "Different Strokes" 
(need I say more). 

Don't make a big effort to 
see "Johnny Dangerousry"; 
you can wait about a year 
until it is on a pay channel. I 
would like to give credit to 
the City Centre Cinemas for 
playing the Chilly Willy 
cartoon before the main 
feature. The cartoon was not 
that hot, but the effort is 
appreciated.
